Receipt of Captured US-made 
Automatic Weapons from the DRV 

On behalf of the CC CPSU, the Committee of State Security of the Council of 
Ministers supports different foreign Communist parties and representatives of 
national-liberation movements by providing them with modern weapons made in 
Capitalist states. 

At present, the KGB of the Council of Ministers is short of such weapons. 
Accordingly, the Committee has applied to the head of the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam with a request to discuss the 
possibility of transferring 10,000 captured U.S. automatic weapons and 10 million 
cartridges. 

In December of this year, Minister of Internal Affairs of the Democratic Republic 
of Vietnam Chan Kuok Khoan informed our representative that within the 
Politburo of the CC PTV, the question was theoretically decided positively. As a 
result, captured American military armaments were placed at the disposal of the 
Ministry of Defense of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam. Chan Kuok Khoan 
recommended applying to Minister of Defense of the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam Vo Nguyen Giap with a request to transfer the above-mentioned 
quantity of weapons free of charge. 

We found it expedient to submit such a request to Comrade Giap, informing him 
that the weapons would be used to fight Imperialism and aid national-liberation 
movements. 

In case of consent from Com. Giap to the distribution of the weapons without 
cost, we find it expedient to express gratitude to him and offer in exchange, as 
compensation, an equal amount of weapons of Soviet make.
